5. It is hoped that it will be pesasible to obtain yarns from the U,5.4. in 1947, 
but the problem of obtaining dollars hus not yet been aelved, Furthermore, 
there is some prospect of obtaining action yarn from BDelgiua. In 1946, 
Ucamark waa able te get cotton yarn spun in Itely, with Italy reosiving sane 
of the raw cotton ee payment. Italian demands have been so greatly insoreased, 
however, that it is doubtful if business oan be continued with that country. 
it muy be possible instead te negotiate contrasts with spinning mille in 
Avatria, Finland, and Germany. ; 


4. Tre drapery industry is sufferlag seversiy from a shertage of rayons. Hot

5. The present economy program will eliminete most finished textile imports. 
Roughly speaking, there will reuaiu cloth imports to the value of only about 
40,000,000 Kr, corresponding to a third of the 1938 import volume. Normally 
only abont one helf of Dezmmark's coneunption is supplied by her own textile 
mills. Since not more than 8% exployment oan be expested in the textile. 
industry as a whole in 1947, the supply of textiles will be only about forty 
to fifty per cent of norgal. The shortage of woven fabrios in Denmark, which 
alresdy corresponds to three years’ normal supply, will thus be increased by 
an amcunh serresponding to an additions] half year's supply. 
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
